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Detailed Action 

The amendment filed on 1 1-2-2006 has been entered. 

Claims Objections 

Claims 13-16 are objected to since they are the duplicates of claims 6-9. 
Cancellation of claims 13-16 is required. 

Claims Rejections - 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Micinilio (U.S. Design Patent No. 441 ,912). 

Claims Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Micinilio (U.S. Design Patent No. 441 ,912) in view of Japanese Patent Publication No. 
2002-095878). 

Micinilio's shaver shows all the claimed structure except it lacks an anti-slip 
portion provided on a side of the main body of the shaver. 

Japanese '878 shows a shaver comprising anti-slip portions (2) formed of an 
elastic material (see the Abstract) provided on the sides (see Figs. 1-2) of the main body 
(1) of a shaver. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify Micinilio by 
providing the sides of the shaver main body with elastic anti-slip portions to facilitate a 
firm grip of the shaver during shaving as taught by the Japanese '878 reference. 

3. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Micinilio 
(U.S. Design Patent No. 441,912) and Japanese Patent Publication No. 2002-095878), 
as in claim 6, and further in view of Van Asten et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,386,631). 

Micinilio's shaver as modified shows all the claimed structure except it lacks a 
trimmer provided on the back of the shaver and a trimmer operation portion slidable up 
and down to operate the trimmer. 

Van Asten et al. teach it is desirable to provide a shaver (1) with a trimmer (8) on 
the back of the shaver main body (2) and a trimmer operation portion (59) slidable up 
and down for operating the trimmer (8). 
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It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to further modify Micinilio by 
providing the back of the shaver main body with a trimmer and a trimmer operation 
portion slidable up and down to operate the trimmer for adding an additional function to 
the shaver as taught by Van Asten et al. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10 and 11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims and to overcome the objection 
as set forth. 

Remarks 

Applicants arguments filed 1 1-2-2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicants argue, at page 8 of the amendment, the side cross section of 
Micinilio's shaver is substantially C-shaped and not the claimed S-shape. In response, 
Applicants' attention is directed to Micinilio's Fig.1 and Applicants' Fig.1, wherein the 
side cross section of Micinilio's Fig.1 has a substantially S-shape just as that of 
Applicants 1 Fig.1. 
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Applicants further argue, at page 9 of the amendment, Micinilio's side cross 
section of part of the main body functioning as the grip portion of the shaver has a 
substantially C-shape, and the vertex of the C-shaped grip portion is disposed at the 
rear face side, and further, the head portion extends upward diagonally at the opposite 
side of the vertex of the C-shaped grip portion. Examiner disagrees. From a close 
examination of Micinilio's Fig.1 and Applicants' Fig.5 (also the description in the middle 
paragraph on page 9 of Applications' specification), it shows Micinilio's Fig.1 has the 
side cross section shaped like an "S" just like that of Applicants' Fig.5. Further, the two 
figures appear to have the same shape in the side cross section of the part of the main 
body functioning as the grip portion which has a substantially herringbone shape, and 
wherein the vertex of the substantially herringbone shape protrudes forward, and the 
head portion is provided to extend diagonally upward to a side of the vertex of the 
substantially herringbone shape form an upper end of the part of the main body 
functioning as the grip portion.
